Aid while we do not suppose that the practice of 
them, or of any other principles of church polity is 
essential to personal salvation; nor consider mem- | 
bership in a Baptist church, or any other church, 
the unfailing test of christian character, yet we 
are deeply convinced that all departure from these 
principles will be attended with injury to the cause 
of Christ, and to individual Christians. We pray 
to be actuated by higher motives in all our religious 
duties, than the mercenary spirit of doing and of 
delieving nothing except what is absolutely neces- 
gary to a cowfortable prospect of heaven. 

It is no put of the design of this book to con 
‘trovert the views or the practices of others, nor to 
exhibit the various ecclesiastical systems which 
now prevail, in derogatory contrast with ours.— 
Nor would any other system be mentioned, or even 
referred to, but fur the sake of presenting the prin- 
ciples here advocated with greater clearness, by 
exhibiting those points in which they differ respect- 
dvely.

But another and more important reason. Does 
the Lord cal! colored men to preach the unsearch- 
able riches of Christ? We believe hedoes. We 
believe also that it is the right and duty of the col- 
ored christian to participate in missionary enterpri- 
zes ; and that he should labor in that field which 
God, and Nature, and the longings of his own heart 
and soul unmistakingly indicate. We believe then, 
that God has called the colored man—qualified 
him by regenerating grace—given him a longing 
desirc to preach the everlasting gospel of the son of 
God to sinners ready to perish, and enabled us to 
educate and send him forth, a misssionary to his 
“kindred, according to the flesh.” If, instead of do- 
ing this, we send white missionaries to occupy the 
African field, what is our excuse ? We have none. 
We can have none. The inference is plain, une- 
quivocal. Whatever we may say about it, our 
practice is in opposition to the teachings of Prov- 


ities, It has seven or eight large factories in ope- 
ration, and three more are in the process of erec- 
tion. It is destined, probably, to be the largest 
manufacturing village in the State. The Congre- 
gationalists and Methodists have each large houses 
of worship which are filled to overflowing, and many 
of the inhabitants do not attend public worship.— 
There are in the village and its immediate vicinity 
about sixty Baptist members, several of them men 
of some property. An eligible site can be obtain- 
ed for a meeting-house. Nothing has yet been 
done, although the Baptists in the village plead 
loudly for help. A prudent, experienced and judi- 
cious pastor should be located here farthwith, and 
such an one would be in part sustained by the 
church the first year. If this were done, in three 
or four years a large and efficient church might be 
reared here. 

Broad Brook, in the town of East Windsor, Som- 
ersville, in the town of Somers, Union Village, in 
the town of Manchester, and Stafford Springs, in 
the town of Stafford, are all growing villages, where 
effort is needed very soon. At Unionville in par- 
ticular, is a fine opening for a Baptist interest.— 
Manchester is largely engaged in manufactures, 
and Unionville is a central point where a church 
might be reared which would collect members from 
almost every part of the town.

Letters have been received at the Home Mission 
Rooms from Rev. Messrs. Fisher and Johnson, da- 
ted January 4th, 1847. 

The missionaries and their families were then 
enjoying good health, and the prospects of the 
mission were in several respects encouraging. Mr. 
Fisher has removed to Astoria, where he will prob- 
ably become permanently settled. He expected 


Astoria, and beside supplying it as their pastor, 
would extend his labors in the settlements around. 
Mr. Johnson remains at Oregon City. There is 
but one other Baptist Minister in the Territory 
known to them, while the population is estimated 
at 9000 or 10,000 souls, and occupies the Territory 
from Puget’s sound and Astoria to the head waters 
of the Willamette—a distance of more than 200 
miles, The services of five or six devoted Baptist 
ministers—men in whom the denomination have con. 
fidence—are greatly needed immediately.

The startling facts copied into the Secretary of 
the 16th inst., from the Christian Chronicle, in rela- 
tion to the ‘painful ravages ef disease and death” 
attendant upon the white missionaries sent out to 
labor on the shores of Africa, argues indeed, very 
strongly the “importance” and even necessity “of 
educating colored men for missionaries to that 
country.” 
We are told that of the 30 white missionaries 
that have been sent there within the last 15 years 
(by the Methodist denomination) nearly one half 
have died, and only two have been able to perform 
efficient service over 3 years. And when we con- 
sider the time necessarily spent in acquiring the 
Languages and other preparations necessary for 
entering fully and efficiently into the work, it 
would seem that a large proportion of the white 
missionaries sent to Africa are prostrated ever: be- 
fore they can be prepared to preach the first Gos- 
pel sermon to those perishing heathen. 
These facta show the necessity of a change, if a 
change can be made without damage to the mis- 
sion cause,

the wanderers, and gather in the lambs, be station- 
ed and sustained until the church can sustain bim, 
and no longer. The feeble churches in decaying | 
villages, should be sustained if there is a prospect 
of their ultimate growth and efficiency, but if they 
continue to grow weaker and weaker, they should 
be advised to disband and unite with more efficient 
organizations. The money for the support of these 
operations should be raised by the efforts of the 
pastors, who should be encouraged to exertion by 
circulars detailing the wants of particular sections, 
and the necessity of liberal contributions. 

I am aware that this plan will meet with opposi- 
tion from some quarters ; that it will not be accep- 
table to the friends of the ancient regime, but I 
firmly believe that it would be productive of great- 
er benefits to our feeble churches than the present, 
and that it wil] not be liable to the same objections. 
For these reasons I commend it to the prayerful 
consideration of the Baptist churches of the State. 

Certain it is, that the new and important fields of 
labor opening around us on every side, ought to be 
occupied ; and that we ought to be able to see re- 
sults from missionary labor more commensurate 
with the expenditure both of money and labor.

Axoruer Lerrer from Mipvsuirmas Rocers.— 
The following extract of a letter from Passed Mid- 
shipinan Rogers, is of the latest date from the city 
of Mexico. 

Mexico, June 28th, 1847. 

When [ shall return to you is uncertain, for we 
have been informed that the Mexicans hare refused to 
exchange us. I know notif Gen. Scott has taken 
any steps to have us liberated. Hundreds of Mex- 
icans have Leen allowed to go totheir homes,whils! 
we have been incarcerated in acommon gaol witl 
abandoned felons, lacking the necessaries of life, 
and depending upon the charity of foreigners. 

I think I may dismiss from your mind all appre- 
hension of my being executed as a spy—although 
for a space of six months, I held my life by a most 
precarious tenure. 5 . - " 

There is no doubt but that we will be sent into 
the interior, upon intelligence of Scott's movement 
from Puebla—say ten days hence—but to what part 
lam unable to inform you. Some think we wiil be 
marched off to Acapulco, on the west coast, from 
which place few retorn, on account of the malian 
ty of the climate ard bad character of the inhabit- 
ants of that portion of the country. The object o 
this government appears to he, to getrid of us by 
any means, short of open violence. - ‘ 
All of us have abandoned the hope of returning 
to our homes—if ever—until the war shall be con- 
cluded. 


FROM THE SOUTH. 


New Orleans papers of the 18th have been re- 
ceived at Fredericksburg. The bark Alabama, 
which sailed from Vera Cruz on the 9th, arrived al 
New Orleans on the 17th inst., but brings no news 
of interest. A letter to Mrs. Chase, written by her 
husband at Tampico, dated 11th inst., says that 
Gen. Scott was within tine miles of the Capital on 
the 30th ult. This is believed to be incorrect.

The harvests of winter grain inthis country are 
nearly over. The crops of rye are fine, those of 
wheat indifferent, as is very commonly the case. A 
portion of the hay, whichis very abundant, is alsw 
gathered ini the best condition.

Corn, of which a third more than usual has been 
planted, thus fat promises well, but in this section 
and immediately south of us is suffering much at 
present from drought, butin every other direction 
to the north and east, rains have been abnndant and 
nothing has suffered.

Nestorian Massacaz.—We have recently ob- 
tained information in regard to the story which ap- 
peared inthe London Morning Chronicle, giving 
frightful details of the excesses of Bader Khan Bey 
which confirms us in our previous impressions, that 
the account was ex rated. 

The article in the Morning Chronicle contained 
several gross errors. Inthe first place it alleges 
that Bader Khan Bey laid waste Tehoma, Tiyary, 
Diss, and Albagh ; whereas the latter district has 
never been invaded by this Koordish Chief; and Ti- 
yary and Diss have not been attacked since 1843. 
The only Nestorian district laid waste last autumn 
was Tehoma. Two small districts, indeed, adjoin- 
ing Teh»ma, were involved inthe same calamity ; 
but these were inhabited mainly by Koords, who 
shared the fate of the Nestorians of Tehoma,because 
they had committed the same offence, in resisting

The government of Peru was a despot- | 


gem, mild in its character, but in its forma 
pure and uomitigated despotism. 
sovereign was placed at au immeasurable 
distance above his subjects. Even the 
proudest of the Inca nobility, claiming a 
desceut from the same divine original as 
himself, could not venture into the royal 
presence, unless barefoot, and bearing a 
light burden on his shoulders iu token of 
homage. As the represemative of the 
Sun, he steod at the head of the priesthood, 


and presided at the most important of the | 


religious festivals. He raised armies, and 


usually commanded them in person, He 


imposed tasks, made laws, and provided | 


for their execution by the appointment of 
judges, whom he removed at pleasure. He 
was the source from which every thing 
flowed,—all dignity, all power, all emolu- 
ment. He was,in short,in the well known 
phrase of the European despot, “himsel! 
ahe state.”

Ile presided at some of the 
religious celebrations, and on these occa- 
sions entertained the great nobles at his ta- 
ble, when he complimented them, after the 
fashion of more civilized nations, by drink- 
ing the health of those whom he most ce- 
lighted to honor. 

But the most effectual means taken by 
the Incas for communicating with their 
people were their progresses through the 
the empire. These were conducted, at in- 
tervals of several years, with great state 
and magnificence. The sedan, or litter in 
which they travelled, richly emblazoned 
with gdid and emeralds, was guarded by a 
numerousescort. The men who bore it on 
their shoulders were provided by two cit- 
ies, specially appointed for the purpose. It 
was a post to be coveted by no one, if, asis 
asserted, a fall was punished with death.— 
Whey travelled with ease and expedition, 
‘halting at the tambes, or inns erected by 
government along the route, and occasion- 
ally at the royal palaces,which in the great 
towns vffurded ample accommodations to 
the whole of the monarch’s retinue.
